delivery charges to Mr. | 


in the amount of $51. 52, 


and requests our opinion as to; 


(a) whether the full charges for delivery and pick-up 
of household effects in connection with PCS overseas 
assignments are properly charged to the Agency regard- 
less of the location of the employee's abode, and 

(b) whether or not this is a matter for purely 
administrative discretion. 
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2. Your memorandum relates that for a number of years 
storage contracts between CIA and commercial storage companies 
have reflected a rate, for HHE storage shipments, limited to pick- 
up or delivery from or to points within the Greater Metropolitan 
Area (commercial -tone) oi Washington, D. C. A higher ICC rate 
applies for points outside this zone and, as in Mr, I I case, 25X1 A9A 

where the employee resides outside the zone, the policy followed 
by the Finance Division has been to charge the employee with the 
excess, i.e. , the difference between the higher rate and the com- 
mercial zone rate. However, since our headquarters are now out- 
side the District, approximately nine miles from the commercial 
zone zero milestone and three miles inside the western boundary 
of the zone, the use of this zone sometimes works an inequity on 
our employees. Thus, I understand an employee living in Vienna, 

Virginia, approximately 3even miles from the headquarters building, 

:s outside the commercial zone whereas employees residing in such 
areas as oeltsviile, Clinton, and Fort Beivoir are within the zone 
dthou&n approximate! v twenty miles from the headquarters building.

This regulation therefore contemplates storage shipments between 
th. permanent duty po.t and the neare.t adequate .forage itcility. 
Since the neare.t adequate etorage facility i. not at i..ue here, the 
question re.olve. it.elf into a determination of the limit, of the 
employee's duty post.
